PW a month past the Game and Fish 
Conservation Cohimisaion has been en- 
gaged in Btockinfc lakes and rivers' of 
Lake and McHenry counties with black 
boss innKerlings bred this year at the 
State bass ponds at Spring Grove. 

Up to the present time the-following 
waters have been stocked in Lake and 
McHenry counties: Long Lake, 10,000; 
Grayslake, .6,000; Round Lake, 6,000; 
First Lake, 5.000; Second Lake, 6.000; 
Third Lake. 5,000; Fourth Lake, 5,000; 
Diamond Lake, -1,000; Channel Lake 
10.000; Lake Marie, 6.000; Bluft Lake; 
6.000; 'Grass Lake, 6,000; Petite Lake. 
5,000; Fox Lake. 10.000; Pistokee Lake. 
10,000; Nipperaink Lake, 6,000; Moose- 
heart, 6,000; Druce's Lake. 6,000 
Wooater Lake, 5,000; Fish Lake, 5,000; 
Dunn's Lake. 6.000; Sullivan's Lake' 
6,000; Griswald Lake, 6,000; Taylor's 
Lake? 5^000. 

The Fox River has been stocked 
from Pistakce Lake to McHenrv. Later 
the river .will be stocked below 5Ic- 
Henry. This will make a distance of 
thitiy miles that will be well 
iiilGked wltl^^^'Qck bass. 

There are a hViIakea and streams at 
a distance from tH/ ^prinjf Grove hatth- 
ery that have not been stocked. These 
wilt receive attention during the next 
month. There is still an abundance of 
flngerlings at Spring Grove, plehty-to 
6nl8h stocking the waters of the north 
that have not yet been supplied. . 

This ts the first time In the history of 
the state that anything lik^ a respect- 
able number of artificially bred fish 
have been put In the splendid bass 
waters of the north. Heretofore Fed- 
eral Government has sent a few ' cans 
of Lflnh to some of the lakea. but ^ noth- 
ing compared to the needk; of : these 
waters. This is the flrst^ear the state 
of Illinois has bred black bass' artificial- 
ly. ;The work has been so. successful 
that the commission will enlarge, the 
plant at Spring Grove so as 
double the amount of.fry next year 
that were bred this year. 

Plans are being perfected for a pike- 
perch, (wall-eyed pike) hatchery, to be 
built this fall and winter so. tHat it.w'Hl 
be ready for the spring hatching. The 
present plan of the commission Is to 
hatch about fifty million frvVyear at 
this hatchery forthe stocking of the 
good lakes and streams 'suited to this 
splendid flsti. 

It Is certain that in the^ near future 

the waters of the northern part of this 

■ sUite will hold sucH an abundance of 

good game fiah that all may be abl^ to 

supply their needs.

.Henry S. Sherwood was bom near 
Plainneld, III., Feb. 23, 1836. In 1843 
his father brought the family to Lake 
county and, settled at Sherwood's cor- 
ners, npw knowri as Lake Villa. Here, 
in pioneer days, he grew to manh^, 
working, on the farm, getting his edu- 
cation at the little log school hoUBe,and 
later attending an academy at Wauke- 
gan.

It was the most daring robbery the 
village of Deerfield has ever had. That 
all interested parties escaped without 
being .Injured Is considered fortunate 
because of the fact that they all. at 
first,* considered the entrance of the 
masked man as a joke and at first 
started to treat it aa such.

In the store at the time the robber 
entered, were these well known men 
of the village: Dr. Knaack, father of 
druggist; Harry Muhke, Ed Clapper, 
Lester Stanger, Chas.

When the robbery was going on, the 
proprietor was in the rear of the stored 
back of the partition.

man. He carried a suit case which 
contained several cans of Italian toma- 
to soup. Whether he was selling this 
or was carrying it for his own con- 
sumption is not known* 

The only clew which may lead to the 
establishing of the fellow's identity are 
the initials **R. T.-" which are embroid- 
ered on his shirt. The latter, it is 
claimed, is an imported article. Sever- 
al Italians went to the morgue and tried 
to identify thn fell9w but their efiTorta 
were in valn.

Can a man cut his own throat from 
ear to ear and then put the razor back 
into his hip pocket? 

That's the puzzle which confronted 
Coroner Taylor and a jury at Lioerty- 
ville Friday evening when they investi- 
gated the finding of an unknown man 
at Rondout Friday morning by a 
man named Buske, employed by the 
St. Paul railroad. 

That the jury felt a man really could 
cut his own throat with a gash ex- 
tending from one ear to the other and 
then of his own volition put the razor 
back in his hip pocket, was indicted by 
the verdict which read in substance: 
"That the victim an unknown man, 
came to his death through suicide by 
cutting his throat." 

The facta, according to Coronor Tay- 
lor Indicated the man came to hisdeatti 
through suicide while insane. The body 
was found in a clump of hazelnut bushes 
on the Lancaster farm about a quarter 
of a mile northwest of Rondout station. 

Between the tracks and the trees* 
was a barbed wire fence over which 
the man had to crawl to get there if he 
went via the railroad. Upon investigat- 
ing the surroundings in the clump of 
bushes, Coroner Taylor found that 
many of the bushes were pulled from 
the roots and others were trampled on 
the ground as if somebody had been 
lying or ravmg about the place, "It 
looked as if he had been there for & 
day or two at least," said Dr. Taylor. 
who added that the body indicated ho 
had been dead three days. . 

Upon investigation in the bushes, a 
razor box badly crumpled was found 
near the body— but there was no razor 
anywhere near that the sei rchdrs could 
find. Not far away was .an eight 
ounce bottle in which was about two 
ounces nf wood alcohol; a suit case key 
was also found on the ground. 

After the body had been taken to 
Taylor and Terptow's, Libertyville, a 
search of the clothing revealed the 
razor, all covered with blood. 

Besides these articles, which lead to 
the belief of a possible murder having 
been committed, $1.86 centa in ^ money 
was found in his pants pocket, and in a 
small chamois bag which was tied 
about his ankle, was a $20 bill. A 
Jerome watch, cheap make, wai^ also 
found in his pocket. 

The fact that the money and watch 
had not been removed from the man's 
person indicated to the jury that it was 
a case of suicide rather than murder as 
was at first believed was possible. It' 
was at first hard to figure how a man 
could cut his throat from ear to ear 
and then shove the razor back in his 
pocket, but Dr. Taylor felt that such a 
case was next to impossible and that tho 
man's death was due to- foul plav, there 
being some unknown reason why his 
valuables were not taken. If it were 
a case of revenge, It is argued^ the 
murderer would have left the valuables 
in order to make It appear like suicide. 

The body is being held pending an ef- 
fort to locate relatives, failure of which 
will result In it being buried in the 
I»otter'8 field.

Plan Home Classes in Practical Agriculture 

ASHINGTON.— A plan whereby ton or more farmers or farm women can 
form home clanaea In agriculture or domestic actonco and receive tho 
textbooks, lectures. lantern slidcH, laboratory and cooking etiulpmcnt necca- 

aary to conduct tliem Ima boon devised 
by tho United States dopartmont of 
agriculture In co-operation with agri- 
cultural colIegcB of certain atatea. 

Tho object of tho plan la to make 
accosalblo at homo, to men and women 
who havo not tho time or meana to 
attend tho regular counsoa at tho col- 
legoa, practical short cournns In agri- 
culture and homo management ape- 
daily adapted to their dlatrlcta. 
Thoao couraea, which will conalst of 
15 to 20 lectures, and will conaumo 
five or more weeks, can bo arranged to aull the apnro time and convenience 
of each group ol people. 

The couraoB to bo offered at first are poultry raising, fruit growing, aolla, 
chooso manufacturing, dairying, butter making, and farm bootkocplng; and 
for the Nyomen especially, couraea in tho preparation, cooking and use of 
vegetable and cereal foods. Tho department will supply lectures and lantern 
alldes covering theao aubjects, and the states which have agreed to cooperate 
In tho plan will lend to each group laboratory and cooking npparatua valued 
at 1100 and a reference library. Tho textbooks and lecturea will be made 
flo complete that each group can aafoly appoint one of Ita mombera aa atudy 
leader to direct tho work of the courae. 

When a group haa decided to take up the work, the atato which co- 
operatoa Bonds an agent with tho department's reprosontatlvo to organize a 
sample class and naalat tho leader whom they elect In laying out tho work 
and in showing him tho beat methoda of procedure. Tho claaaes commonly 
are held from eight to twelve in tho morning and from one to four In the 
afternoon, two or throe days each week. Tho aesalona aro not held every 
day, HO that tho mombera will havo time to attend to their farm duties 'In 
between tho aesslona, aa well aa before and after the Instruction period. Tho 
clasaea moot commonly nt the most convenient farmhoupe. During the morn- 
ing hours, textbook work is done. In the afternoon laboratory work la con- 
ducted, and tho women who havo elected to take tho domeallc acicnce couraea 
havo practical lessons In cooking*.

UN TROOPS TAKE CITY OF LIEGE 



Berlin Announces Its Capture and Says the Belgians Have Lost 

Heavily— Absolute Denial From Brussels, Which Says 

the Forts Are Still Making Resistance. 



Emperor William Said to Be in Personal Command of His Armies 
in Belgium— French Advancing on Metz— British Admiralty 
Bars the North i»ea to Fishermen. 



Berlin, via Amstorilara, Aug. 10. — 
From a seml-ofllcial ijourco is learned 
the following statement has been given 
out: 

"Wo hold fast. Liego la In our 
hands. The losses of the enemy were 
conaldcrablo. Our losecs will bo com- 
municated ns soon aa reliably known. 
The transport of 3,000 to 4,000 Belgian 
prisoners Xo Germany has already be- 
gun, according to news received here. 
"We aro faced at Llego by a quarter of 
tho whole Uelglan army. 



Germans Hold Hostages. 

Amsterdam, Aug. 10. — Uoth governor 
of the province of Liege and bishop of 
LiegQ are held as hostages by tho Gor* 
mans, who say they will bo put to 
deatli If tho Belgian forts continue to 
flro. Refuguces say that when they 
left Liego the Inhabitants were firing 
at tho Germans from the windows. All 
who were caught after doing this were 
instantly shot. 



Say Forts Will Resist. 

> (SpoclaJ Cable.) 

* London, Aug. 11.— The special corre- 
ppondent of the London Standard at 
Charlerol, Belgium, telegraphs tho fol- 
lowing: 

"Shortly after my arrival here to 
witness the junction of the French ad- 
vance guard with tho Belgian main 
army reports arrived to the effect that 
the- French force assisted General 
Leman's troops to score another vic- 
tory over the Germans at Liege. 

"The French crept up on the Ger- 
mans investing the town of Liego and 
cut off their retreat. Exposed thus to 
a liro front and rear, tho Germans suf- 
fered frightful losses and made a 
stampede for safety, despite tlie ef- 
forts of their officers to keep them In" 
line'. It Is estimated that 8,000 were 
killed and 12.000 wounded, but these 
figures are not wholly confirmed. 

"We hear that the advance into Al- 
sace resulted in putting 30,000 Ger- 
mans out of action, and the capture of 
145 German quick-firing guns." 
^^*iw Forts Still in Doubt. 

Tiiti^f^te of the Liego forts Is still 
In douMS\ '*• ^^ beyond queutlon that 
General von^'^^^^^lc**' '^^ German com- 
mander, has ftO^^^^ted tho city prop- 
er without resis^^co from the non- 
combatant citizen 8;>Jiut It is Impossi- 
ble to say with certanW^ that the ring 
of 12 forts which form V^o city's de- 
fenses have been capture(l or have 
not been captured. X 

Liege has fallen after ono^^J the 
most heroic defenses In hiatoriV ac- 
cording to ndvlces from Amsterd'Qni. 
General Leman, the Belgian comman*^ 
er, has withdrawn his troops in an or-, 
derly retreat from the forts. 

On tlie contrary, the Belgian war 
offlco announced that the reports of 
tho fall of tho ring of forts about 
Llego were absolutely untrue. "The 
forts are still Intact and can hold out, 
Indefinitely," tlio statement says.

The third Is being fought in Alsace 
to the south of tho German stronghold 
of Strassburg with a combined Aus- 
trian and German army battling the 
fVench. 

Fighting Conflrmed. 

All dlspaicbes agree that there is 
fighting at each of these vital points, 
but whether tho preliminary skir- 
mishing Is still In progress or whether 
tho great and decisive battle Is be- 
ing fought out Is kept carefully con- 
cealed by the war departmentB of nU 
the nations Involved. 

A statement issued by the French 
war department announces numerous 
skirmishes along the entire front of 
the French army. One clash with tho 
Germans was violent, and the losses 
on both sides were freqnent. 

Tho olliclal communication adds 
that tho Gorman troops are receiving 
re-enforcemenu and that the French 
are also being strengthened. 
Advance on Metz. 

An official message stated that tho 
Gorman troops attempted to delay the 
French advance on Metz by Inundating 
tho valley of the River Scllle. The 
quantity of water, however, was insuf- 
liciont and the French force was able 
to continue its march. 

From many sources c*jmo reports 
which Indicate that Empe»r William, 
who went to Ai.\-la-Chai>eiIe to take 
personal charge of his army, has re- 
called his legions from befoio the forts 
of Liege, and has set them to turn^lhe 
French flank by moving around Liege 
to the north and west.

Aug. 11.— FoUowmg tho of- 
ficial announcement that u German 
submarine had attacked cruiser squad- 
rons of ihe main British llMt, the ad- 
miralty notided fishing boois to fteep 
clear of the Nor^th sea. This Is taken 
to mean that a naval engagement Is In 
progress in those waters or wUl be 
fought there soon.

Crisis at Waterioo. 

Reports from tho scene of conflict 
.differ hero, but, " assuming that 
the Germans should overpower 
Llego by their overwhelming numbers 
and at tho expense of an incalculable 
waste of lives, or have already done 
so, the kaiser's legions must encoun- 
ter In a great battle tho coalition of 
forces somewliore between Namur and 
Brussels, probably on the field of 
Waterloo. 

-Meanwhile, with the tremendous 
spur given the French army by tho 
occupation of southern Alsace, tho 
whole force now Is advancing In Ger- 
man territory, where the first great 
Impact Is expected. The triangle be- 
tween Coblenz. Xamur and Toul moro 
than likely will be the scene of this 
epic battle. 

Advance on Strassburg. 

At the same time the victorious 
French legion that first entered Alsace 
through the gap of Belfort will prob- 
ably bo re-enforced by troops frotu 
Epinal and make a desperate effort to 
capture Strassburg. 

Tho attitude of the whole French 
nation continues In a tone of digni- 
fied confidence and tho French vic- 
tories in Alsace are not overvalued. A 
tomporao' check would cause no sur- 
prise nor would it shake Trance's 
firm confldenco in her ultimate tri- 
umph. 



France at War With Austria. 
Paris, Aug. 11.— The FrencJi foreign 
ofllce announced offlcially thiit France 
had broken off diplomatic relations 
with AuHtro-Hungar>-. Th« foreign 
mlniGter issued the following state- 
ment: 

"Contrary to assurances tlven by 
Austria to the French minister of (or- 
elgn affairs that no Auslri.yi troops 
were taking part In the Fi%3nc!i-Ger- 
man war, the French governiaent has 
ascertained beyond any possible doubt 
y.hat certain Austrian troop.-i aro at 
lyreeent in Germany, outside the Aus- 
tr*:^n frontier.

Deny Liege Is Taken. 

Brussels, Aug. 10.— The minister of 
war positively and omdally denied 
that Liege has been cai)tured by the 
Germans. He eaid that the atUickers 
have withdrawn from range of tho 
forts, and aro apparently waiting for 
reinforcements. 

Completely baflled by the unheard-of 
defense of the little city, the Germans 
have now settled down to a regular 
siege. Their lines have been entirely 
drawn around the city, all wires are 
cut, and all conimunlcatlou Is cut off. 
But the Belgian soldiers still hold 
every fort, and say l!mt they can keep 
on holding them. They, are well pro- 
visioned, have abundant ammunition, 
and are fully prepared for this trial, 
which they had foreseen. 

Great Moral Effect. 

Tho Belgian army has grappled 
rvlth tho German bogle, and Ima found 
It not nearly so terrible as they had 
thought. It has found that the kaiser's 
men shoot poorly, that they havo such 
poor judgment that they charge bat- 
teries In close formation, and that 
they are pooriy provisioned and al- 
ready are short of ammunition. 

Not only have tho Belgians found 
these things for themselves, but they 
have shown the* French and British 
troops, now mustering for a docolaivd 
battle, that the great German army 
can bo beaten. The moral effect of the 
stand of Liege Is not to bo measured. 
"Work Was Clumsy." 

"Those Germans handled themselvea 
very badly," said a Belgian artUler}-- 
man, who had been wounded In tho 
arm by a splinter of a shell, and sent 
to tho city before tho lines wore closed. 
"Tliey didn't seem to be drilled for 
tho work before them— they seemed to 
ua very clumsy.

Salvador does not rely solely on Its 
army to maintain and propagate Its 
standing among L*atin-Amerlcan coun- 
tries. It has taken to Itself part of the 
task of promoting Latin-American 
unity, with tho special purpose of off- 
Betting tho supposed imperialistic 
tendencies of tho United States. Thero 
are public men in Salvador who really 
think that their country is In danger 
of absorption by what they call the 
colossus of tho North. 

At different periods all South Amer- 
ica has been flooded with literature, 
emanating from Salvador, In -which 
the racial unity of tho different peo- 
ples Is set forth and plana aro pro- 
posed for uniting them all against tho 
United States. Salvador put herself In 
tho front of the procession. 

Much of this literature Is prepared 
by-Juntas, or bodles'of students. Tho 
young men aro tli«e who get easily 
worked up over tho. specter of North 
American imperialism, and write let- 
ters to other young men urging that 
all unite in order to lay tho ghost. 
Some ot this feeling Is really alncero, 
but much of It is manufactured. What 
Is needed to remedy It la to have 
more young Salvadorans sent to tho 
colleges of tho United States.

Sflcretary Houston Declares That Gen- 
eral Prospects for Various Grains 
Have Decflned Materially— Deficien- 
cy of Rainfall Blamed.

cent: oats, 44,000,000 bushels, or 3.7 
per cent; barley, 8,000,000 buBhels,' or 
3.S per cent. The principal cause of 
tho lower prospects la the deficiency 
of rainfall over the greater part of the 
ngricultural Actions of the United 
States and the prevalence of black 
rust In spring wheat. 

Offaettlng those decreases the sec-, 
retar>* called attention to a forecasted 
Increase of 9,000.000 bushels, or 2.5 
per cent. In potatoes, and 1.000,000 
bushels, or 2 por cent. In sweet pota- 
toes, and 34,000,000 pounds, or 4.5 per 
cent, In tobacco.
